in his apartment 
house a week ago tonight.

were of the same age, 33, and 
both were slain in the exclusive 
W ilshire section of tho city.

widow,

drive yesterday afternoon, return 
ing home just before dark.

That robbery was not the mo­ 
tive for the slaying was seen in 
the fact that the body was no’ 
looted.

Following a dramatic switching 
of the investigation of the Katz 
murder mystery to Santa Ana late 
Saturday afternoon detectives who 
i came here to interview 
a 
local 
lawyer in regard to tne case had 
returned to Los Angeles with what 
may prove “ valuable leads” in the 
solution of the crime, it was learn­ 
ed today. 
The local lawyer, 
whose 
name 
the Los Angeles detectives refused 
to give out, is today in Los Ange­ 
les trying a case and nothing more 
concerning what light lie threw on 
the case could be secured. 
That Katz was killed 
because 
“ he knew too much,” and that he 
was the fourth man to 
meet 
his 
death in a tangle between 
police 
and crooks belonging to a gigantic 
diamond, whiskey and dope ring, 
was one idea set 
forth 
by 
the 
local lawyer, who stated he had 
reason to believe that Katz was 
killed by the same gang 
respon- 
sibe for the dealli of a certain Mc­ 
Kenzie in Los 
Angeles 
several 
months ago, and which murder the 
police are now investigating with 
a possible idea of connecting the 
two crimes. 
The second and third 
murders, 
purported to have 
been the result 
of information "leaking out” con­ 
cerning the activities of the gang, 
according to the local lawyer, took 
place in an Arkansas city several 
months ago, when a detective, fol­ 
lowing his man from Los Angeles 
was suddenly turned on and shot 
through the chest. As he fell, the 
lawyer said, he drew his gun and 
killed the man t&'ho had shot him, 
only to die himself within a few 
hours. 
The. theory advanced here, 
was 
that Katz, 
through 
negotiations 
with these 
crooks, 
had 
learned 
much about their 
activities, 
and 
therefore was considered danger­ 
ous. The lawyer stated 
that 
in­ 
formation he had gained of their 
ictivities was through the prose­ 
cution of a civil case against a 
defunct oil 
company, 
and 
just 
where the connection is, he refused 
to state for publicity, but this in­ 
formation is in the hands of the 
police. 
That other Orange county peo­ 
ple also know something of 
the 
case was intimated by the lawyer, 
who stated that he could name at 
least three persons who could di­ 
vulge information regarding the 
murder which might be beneficial 
to the Los Angeles authorities.

“ The exercise of power of the 
courts in industrial disputes has be­ 
come a menace to our institutions 
and the practices of free men,” the 
report said. 
“ The issue of the injunction has 
become so menacing as to threaten 
to undermine public confidence in 
the judiciary.” 
The recommendation was again 
made that laws declared unconsti­ 
tutional by the court be subject to 
re-enactment by a two-thirds vote 
of congress. 
A further decrease in the aver­ 
age paid up membership of the fed­ 
eration was reported, this 
year’s 
average being set at 2,865,979 com­ 
pared with 2,926,468 in 1923, and 
4,078.740 in 1920. 
A balance of
